Since our status 
remains the same, I am again submitting this explanation to you. 



Enclosed you will find the annual report for Oklahoma State University-Oklahoma City, Dept, of Veterinary 
Technology. You may notice that we are still submitting a "negative report" in that we used no reportable 
animals this year. Our Animal Care hispector for this region is Dr. Nancy Ellifrit. She mentioned that this 
might be noticed in 3 'our office and suggested that I enclose this letter of explanation. 

Our facility neither owns nor houses the animals we use for teaching purposes. We have partnerships with 
facilities in our area which allow us to utilize their animals for teaching purposes. A list of the 
aforementioned facilities is enclosed. After careful evaluation of the status of our partner facilities, Dr. 
Ellifrit determined that the animals we are using in our teaching are all actually privately owned. 
Additionally, because we partner with our parent institution, OSU in Stillwater, and the Univ. of Oklahoma, 
the animals owned by those two facilities are being accounted for on their annual reports. 

Thus there are no animals to report this year. 

We would like to remain registered however. We are an accredited veterinary technology program and our 
accrediting body, the American Veterinary Medical Association (AVMA) prefers that we are registered.
